The Missionary Bishop of Nevada to be 
Bishop Stevens Assistant. 


The special Diocesan Convention, called 
for the purpose of selecting an Assistant 
Bishop for tbe Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the diocese of Pennsylvania, was held in 
St. Luke's Church, on Thirteenth street be- 
low Spruce, Philadelphias, Tuesday, and re- 
sulted in the élection of the Rev. Dr. Ozi 
William Whittaker, who is now Missionary 
Bishop of Nevada. 

Rer. Dr. Ozi William Whittaker, Bishop 
of Nevada, who has been selected as the 
Assistant Bishop of Pennsylvanis, was born 
in New Salem, Мазз., May 10, 1880, He 
received his collegiate training at 'Middle- 
burg College, Vermont, in 1850. He was 
for several yesrs principal of the New Brock- 
field High School, in Massachusetts. He 
graduated in the General Theological Semi- 
пагу in New York in 1863. July 15, 1863, 
he was. ordained a sub-deacon in Grace 
Church, Boston, August 7, of the same 
year, he was ordained to the priesthood. 
He then became the rector of the parish of 
St. John in Nevada. After two yesrs he 
returned East and took charge of St. Paul's 
Church, Englewood, N. J. In 1807 he 
again went West and became the rector of 
St. Paul's Church, Virginia City, Nev. At 
the meeting of the General Jonvention in 
New York, іп 1868, he. was chosen аз the 
Bishop of Nevada. Не was consecrated as 
Bishopin New York October 18, 1869. Не 
received the degree of doctor of divinity in 
Gambier College, Ohio, in 1869. He has 
visited Philadelphia and is favorably. known 
there. .

C. D. Graham is a native of Philadelphia, 
83 years old and а cooper by trade. He is 
а poor man, compelled to work every day 
for his living. About two months ago he 
came to Buffalo, obtaining employment. in 
а cooper shop here. He has traveled pretty 
extensively, and for a long tine һай some 
scheme of this sort on the brain, Being & 
cooper, & barrel naturally suggested itself 
to him as the best means with which to 
swim the rapids. All his possessions were 
put into the barrel, which he constructed 
himself. Тһе barrel is made of inch and a- 
quarter oak staves, wide at the topand nar- 
row at the bottom, and sbaped like a buoy.

Two routes were examined, and the present 
survey was made on that route which, after 
в carefal consideration of all its advantages, 
was deemed the best for the road and for 
the sections of the country that were to be 
especially benefitted. The primary object 
of this projected road is to afford a direct 
and rapid means of communication between 
Baltimore and Salisbury, Wicomico county, 
Md. Salisbury is connected with the South 


-and East by a system оѓ railroads already 


in operation, and has direct communication 
with Philadelphia and New York. 


:ROUTE OF THE NEW LINE. 


The proposed line will, according to the 


present survey, use the Annapolis апа Bal- 
timore Short Liue, now in course of con- 
struction, to Annapolis from Baltimore, .& 
distance of about twenty five miles, or tbe 
Annapolis and Elkridge Railroad. From 
Annapolis а line will be built to Thomas's 
Point, on the west Shore of the Chesapeake 
bay, а distàuce of about four miles. From 
Thomas's Point powerfal, commodious and 
swift transfer Steamérs, similar to those 
now in use at, Cape Charlés, will be used to 
transfer passengers and freight across the 
baj just south of Kent Island to Broad 
cove, Bay Hundred district, Talbot county, 
& distance of about twelve. miles by water 
travel. At each of these landings there 
will be piers and terminalfacilities. "These 
points are sufficiently protected naturally 
to make them comparatively free from drift 
ісе while at the same time a sufficient depth 
of water can be reached with piers of mod- 
erate extent. - Freights wil! be transferred 
without breaking bulk. From Broad cove 
the road will run to the old town of St. 
Michael's, in Talbot county, & distance of 
about 4} miles. By means of this road 
through this section communication will be 
kept open in spite of severe winters, and 
oyster famines made less frequent in Balti- 
more, as the lower bay is always open for 
the operations of theoysterman. From St. 
Michael's the road will run in & southeast- 
erly direction to Royal Ok, also in Talbot 
county; thence to Easton, the county seat 
of Talbot, distant from 96, Michael's $bort 
10 пев, Easton has а flopulation of about 
4,000 and is an exceptionally pretty place, 
and enterprising. "The sa 
try is thickly settled. Тһіз is the best 
town on the line, outside of Salisbury, and 
special facilities for developing business 
will be afforded. 

The line crosses the Tred Avon river at 
the head of navigation, north of the proper- 
ties of the Maryland Steamboat Company 
and the Choptank Steambost Company, 
near Eastón Point, one mile from Easton. 
Féur and а quarter miles east of Easton 
the Choptank river is reached, and will be 
crossed by а bridge about half а mile long, 
with а draw, Caroline county is entered 
on the opposite side of the rives at & point 
half а mile south of Dover bridge; thence 
passing through the villages of Bethlehem 
and Prestont in Caroline county, to а point 
im Dorchester county abont half тау be- 
tween Preston and New Hope. This point 
is distance from tbe Choptank river about 
eight miles. Тһе road at the place takes а 
more soutberly direction, crossing the Cam- 
bridge and Seaford Baiiroad at Hurlock 
Station, in Dorchester county, passing 
through а magnificent section of country to 
Vienna, aleo in Dorchester county, three 
miles below the junction of the east and 
west forks of the Nanticoke river. Vienna 
is distant from the point midway between 
Preston and New Hope about 11 miles. 
Vienna was selected as the point of crossing 
the Nanticoke because all things considered 
it is the best crossing point south ofthe 
forks, and crossing at that point brings 'a 
greater ares of country within reach of 
railroad facilities. Four miles from Víen- 
па, Barren Creek Springs, Wicomico coun- 
ty is reached. It hasquite a local celebrity 
on account of the mineral properities of its 
waters, and is spoken of as а future water- 
ing place. From Barren Creek Springs the 
road passes through а fine trücking country 
bearing slightly-towards Qusntico; thence 
адаа distance 10] miles from Ваг:

of the Eastern Shore trade now seeking an 
outlet North-and East сап be direoted to 
Baltimore, with its immense canning in- 
terest, "The bulk ofallthe'vegetable and 
fruit shipped from the Eastern Shore is. for 
canning purposes, and should go to. Balti- 
mores.: Тһе дан transportation to` be 
thus secured will be a great gain: to grow- 
ers, The market if frequently broken. be- 
fore the season is two-thirds over, and stale 
goods bring little or nothing, but first-class 
goods, fresh; and in primeorder, will always 
bring а price. Some idea of the value of 
this trade to Baltimore may be formed from 
the fact that within a radius of eight milés, 
with Salisbury as thé central .point, there 
were shipped this.season via the Delaware 
Railroad-2,042,790 quarts of berries. How 
much more would be shipped along the 
line of the new road northwest of Salisbury 
throughont the counties is ап unknown 
quantity, but the aggregate would be very 
great. There will be shipped this year ac- 
cording to present estimates, 2,081,000 
baskets of peaches from the Eastern Shore 
of Marylaud and Delaware. It is desired 
{о secure more than the present share of 
this trade for Baltimore, and also for the 
West. Large bulks of canned goods are 
shipped from Northern points to the far 
West and it is said that Baltimore is losing 
some of her canned-goods trade. , The bene- 
fits to. accrue to Easton and Salifbury would 
be more intimate business relations- with 
adding 'to that of Baltimore. Тһе local 
advantages to the -counties would be the 
natural result of the increased facilities for 
exhanced value of laud, and the abandon- 
ing in many cases of the present routine of 
grain crops and tbe substitution of other 
products, Snrplus lands could be disposed 
of to actual settlers,- who now. seek less 
favored localities because they have near- 
by railroad transportation. Since the 


.opening of the value of lands. in Chapel 


district, Talbot county, has advanced 25 to 
50 per cent, and а good class of popula- 
tion has been attracted. "Whatever bene- 
fits a part of the State -necessarily benefits 
the entire State, directly or indirectly. 
Eastern Shoremen express a strong desire 
foran outlet through Baltimore to the 
Western market, and say that increased 
tacilities for. shipping their fiue products to 
Baltimore and the West will lead to the 
develepinent of their country by extending 
their acreage and increasing their popula-, 
tion. 
WHAT THE ENGINEER SAYS. 

. “The building of this road,” says Engi- 
neer Eichelberger, **while it presents some 
engineering problems on the whole, offers в 
very favorable appearance. The survey was 
made on the principles of realizing the 
greatest benefit both for the traveling and 
shipping interests. While other sections 
have been examined ала considered with re- 
gard to these requirements, the route mark- 
ed ооб ів tbonght tó more completely fill 
the bill th&h any of tlie others, but no de 
finite десіхіоџ as-to the final location has 
been hed. Тһе time of construction 
depends on the throughness of organization 
before starting. There will be such ) 
my of cpnstruetion аз is consistent, with a 
good road-bed. Опе of the grestest obsta- 
cles to railroad construction is the dificul- 
ty of acquiring right of way and while it 
cannot be expected that a free right of way 
will be given in all cases, still I do not an- 
ticipate that any seríous obstacles will be 
thrown іп the building of thís líne. Тһе 
question of bridging may at first glance 
seem formidable, but the element to contend 
with will only be length; there is little 
depth of water, по abrupt curves, and the 
spproaches will ре оп easy grades. The 
picturesque, 80 hr аз possible and where it 
does not, interfere with economy, will not 
be lost sight of. Тһе road when construct- 
ed. will comply; with. the-three recognized 
requirements of! ‚дне transportation— 
logg: tangents í ahd minimum grades and 
eurvátures,--Prom Preston, going south, 
the location will be made through а coun- 
at а comparative distance from present rail- 
road facilities, апа we also avoid the mis- 
take of-too close proximity to the water." 

OBJECT OF THE NEW ROAD. 

The object of the proposed road is to 
uníte thé peninsula of the Eastern Shore 
with Southern Maryland snd Baltimore, 
&nd to obtain а quick and direct route 
which will make Baltimore more conveni- 
ent and accessible to the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland than Philadelpbia, and at the 
same time to put the counties in close con- 
nection with the State capital. Тһе route 
selected is virtually the old mail route of 
50 or 100 years ago; and crosses the bay at 
about the same points, that із to say, Had- 
daway's Ferry to Annapolis. Sach а rail- 
rosd has long been contemplated, but the 
question of the bay crossing was considered 
a seríous obstacle.

secure thé advantages of a system of 106 
miles, and the endorsements would, in fact 
be less than $7,000 per mile. I have every 
confidence in the ability of- the road to 
more than earn its expenses ifit is com- 

pleted and connected. The peninsula roads 
are paying handsome dividends, and their 
trade rapidly increasing. The fertility of 
the sections through which the proposed 
road would pass, and the trade іё would 
open up, are guarantees of its financial suc- 
cess in the near-future. ` The road could be 
built in twelve months if- circumstances 
justified its being pushed. The present man 
agement intend to develop the project гар- 
idly aud do all ín'their power to push t 
through, and are eudeavoríng to secure the 
interest and. co-operation of the people 
along the line of the road.’

EnpiTOR:—ÀS опг town has been 
greatly misrepresented іп the columns of 
the different papers in regard to the dis- 
ease prevailiug here at this time, I have 
been requested to give а brief synopsis as to 
its character and symptoms. Sharptown 
has been always noted for its health, and 
we can boast of as many persons who have 
passed their three score years and ten as 
any town upon this Peninsula. - But, not- 
withstanding, about the last of May an 
epidemic of'bilions dysentery broke out 
here and has been raging ever since, from 
what cause I am unable to State, but be- 
lieve froin some local cause of the atmos- 
phere. It has seized for its pray mostly the 
young people, from the baby in the cradle 
up to 25 years of age. Ihavetreated near- 
Ју 100 cases, and with one exception, all 
are now convalesceut: the mortality is very 
small, in proportion to the number that 
have been attacked by it. I do not con- 
sider it contagious, as some suppose. All 
cases I have at tliis time seem to be more 
amenable to trestment and hope it will soon 
run out and leave Sharptowu with its old 
reputation for good health and sobriety.

Business Difficulties. 

The firm of John W. Willing & Co., at 
Nanticoke, appointed a preliminary trus- 
tee last Wednesday for the benefit of credi- 
tors.

He did not find his 
brother-in-law-and partner, James R. Wil- 
iing, but found instead а firm obligation of 
nearly forty thousand dollars. Besides 
this, an individual obligation of James R. 
Willing amounting to nearly thirty thou- 
sand dollars. The individual claims are in 
sums of any size ranging from, dollars to 
thousands, and where ever credit-could be 
obtained. Не seems to have run an ac- 
count with nearly every drinking snd 
gambling saléoh іп Sohth Baltimore. ` He 
was appointed agent of several captsins in 
this and-&djoining counties tocollect claims 
for oyster liscense money- ordered refunded 
by the last Legislature. . Forged draftsup- 
on whieh"he obtained money to the extent 
of $2,300 have already been returned to the 
Comptroller's office. . He has used the náme 
of E. E. Jackson, of the firm of E. E. Jack- 
son & Co., together with the firm name to 
the extent of $14,250. "These are all for- 
geries except $5,000. 

Mr. John W. Williug finding that the 
firm was so seriously involved, come home 
and had а prelimenary trustee appointed 
for the firm and appointed E. Stanley 
Toadvin trustee of his own estate last Wed- 
nesday. There is great sympathy for Mr.

would be iucalculable. For, next to fires, 
hogs, cattle aud sheep are most distructive 
to young forest trees. 

For comparison of:the two methods, take 
the county of Mecklenburg, North Corolina. 
For many years the county hashad a Stock 
Law іп force. The cost of building апа 
repairing fences by the census оѓ 1879 was 
$6,215, or ап average of forty three cents 
рег acre. If then the cost where the Stock 
Law prevails,js forty three cénts per acre, 
then at the same rate for all the farms East 
of 95th Meridian cost wonld. only bee $10,- 
283,829, an annual saving of $55,043,188, 
or $15.59. on each farm. 

In 1880 tliere were in this State 27,000 
farms, coutaining 3,000,000 acres and re- 
quiring an outlay of $830,000 to enclose, 
which, under Stock Law, would only re- 
quire $120,000, not one-seventh as much. 
It behooves fariners. wlio have to bear the 
burden of taxation, to examine carefully 
every question that comes before them, 
that promises the smallest reduction in the 
expenditures they are required to make 
upon their tax-ridden lands. HENFREW.

The Financial Centre а District: Tabooed 
to Professional Thieves—Some 
Heavy Robberies, Etc.

А moderately. stout. middle-aged man, 
with closely cropped small whiskets, gold- 
rimmed eyeglasses, and sedately respecta- 
ble raiment, entered the office of the Detec- 
tive Bureau at Police Headquarters on re- 
cent afternoon and said to Inspector Byrnes:

claims to have reformed, and done nothing 
crooked for several years, I don't trust him. 
Men who are known as thieves, or as hav- 
ing been thieves, are not allowed to go into 
the Wall street district unaccompanied by 
an officer. It woul dangerous for them 
even Lo go below Fulton street, fcr if re- 
cognized they wonld be liable to arrest on 
suspicion.” Consequently, when they have 
any real, legitimate business down there, 
they come here, report it to me, and I as- 
sign an officer to accompany them into the 
district and see them safely out of it again. 
They submit without & kick, of course. 
What else could they do ?**- 

How lóng has that лас” been 
in vogue ?" 

“Ever since the first week in which I 
took charge of this bureau. When I as- 
sumed control, one of the early things I did 
was to send for all the forgers, sneaks, and 
crooks generally tbat used to fesquent Wall 
street, and lay : down the пеў» to them, 
that they must. “not go down to-the Wall 
street district any more, except by my per- 
mission and under the eye-of one of my 
men. They knew that I meant what I said, 
and have since kept very clear of апу in- 
cursions upon the tabooed grounds." 

Prior to the placing of the Detective 
Bureau under charge of Inspector Byrnes, 
ingenious sneake thefts and восссезз п! for- 
geries were by no means infrequent, and 
occasionally the sums lost were exceedingly 
large. Here аге some, at least, of the large 
losses by these means in the Wall street dis- 
trict since the war and prior to 1880, when 
a new man came along to whom old occa- 
sions taught new duties: 

1866—А tin box containing $208,060 was 
takeu from the safe of the Royal Insurance 
Company. 

1868—The United States Sub-Treasury 
lost $43,000 by a'süeak robbery. 

1870—Vermilye & Co. suffered to the ex- 
tent of $10,900 by а forgery. 

1871— The Hopkins safe robbery of 
$300,000; the Union Trust Company rob- 
bery, $100,000, and the National Park 
Bank forgery, $19,000. 

1878—Samuel White & Co., bankers, lost 
$12,000 by а forgery. 

1877—The New York National Exchange 
was robbed of $2,700, and James King & 
Son, bankers, of $140,000. 

1878--James H. Young was robbed of 
$200,000. 

1879—Merrit Trimble was made the vic- 
tim of a sneak robbery to the extent of $28,- 
000. 

The new order of things was instituted 
on March 12, 1880. That was the day up- 
on which Inspector Byrnes was püt at the 
head of the detective force of the city's 
police. The first thing he did, having ob- 
tained that authority, was to go down to 
Wall street, and hire an office to be a head- 
quarters for such portion of his force as he 
might assign for protection; of capitalistic 
interests Шеге during business hours, The 
Governing Committee. ol the Stock Er- 
change'assigned а room іа the Exchange 
building for the use of thedetectives, There, 
from 9.90 а. m. until 4.80 a; m., every bus-

When he re- 
tired from affairs in 1800 he held property: 


to the value óf nearly £2,000,000,  Batthe 
richest men in the land of the czars at the 


present time are the two Noble brothers.. 
They аге of Swiss origin. While traveling' 


through interior Rassias they saw thousands 


of sores of land aglow with the light of oil 


gas. They at once purchased entire districts 
of the apparently worthless fields, sunk oil 
wells, and now control more petroleum than 
any other concern in the world. Their 


wealth is really beyond’ calculation, though: 


в correspondent thinks that £80,000,000. із 
not an ettravagant estimate. 

It isto the Rothschilds, however, that 
belongs the honor of being richest among 
men. Their united properties—and their 
properties must be considered as united 
from rather peculiar.family and business re- 
lations—pass even beyond the millions. In 
the last 12 years they have loaned to cer- 
tain European governments nearly £90,000,- 
000. "Their lordly power is shown in 8 mod- 
ern instance. ..In 1806 the Prusian;Govern- 
ment demanded an índemnity of £5,000,000 
from the City of Frankfort.

Richer even T any of these millionaires 
is the Duke ої: Westminster, who undoubt- 
edly has the $ income of any individ- 
ual in the w 
іп Ње diamettically opposite regions of 
London known as the West-End and Seven 
Dials. ‚Не owns acres upon acres of the 
most aristocratic domain in London, and 
his tenements cover miles in the worst 
slums in the world. His income quite pass- 
es the limit of the credible, and is said by 
some to amount to £10 а minute.

Sulphur in Fruit Drying. 

А lady correspondent of the Rural World 
writes to that paper that in the fall of 1884, 
having visited а large fruit evaporator in 
neighborhood, and witnessed the beautiful 
creamy-white slicings of.apples as they 
came from the wire-cloth frames preparato- 
ry.to being packed in large boxes for ship- 
ment, she determined to procure a machine 
of the kind, that did the paring, coring and 
slicing all аё one operation. She did so, and 
after being 1pformed that the creamy-white 
color of the.slicings was the effect of bleach- 
ing in the fumes of sulphur, she set the ma- 
chine to work, and as each basketful of the 
slicings were turned out she procured an 
empty flour barrel, on the bottom оѓ which 
she placed ап ash-pan of live coals, on 
which she threw the powdered sulphur, & 
teaspoonful at а time, and after setting the 
basket therein covered the barrel with а 
piece of old carpeting to keep in the fumes. 
In the course of fifteen minutes the contents 
of the basket, upon being taken out, were 
found to be almost as white as а sheet of 
peper, and which, after being spread in the 
open air until perfectly dry, were packed 
in paper bags and set away out of the reach 
of rats and mice until wanted for изе, 
Wher cooking them thereafter they were 
found to be not only perfectly free from 
апу smellor taste of the sulphur, but as 
fresh and pulpy as green apples. Indeed, 
no one inexperienced imtbe matter would 
ever recognize them as dried apples. Two 
or three. small sacks of that year were left 
over until a few weeksago, when on open- 
ing the contents were fonnd to be as fresh, 
apparently, as when first put up. Nor had 
any worms affected them іа the least, а 
matter.of втеві oonsidetation to housekeep- 
«rs generally, aswell as those living іп the 
country, who in drying fruit оѓ vegetables 
of any ind can make the same absolutely 
worm-proof by applying баео the fumes 
"о sulphur.

& large production, and fine specimens are 
often found.

000. Тһе Sbah of Persia has two pearls 
the peers of any of the world. The first is 
described by Taverneer, who saw it. It 
was found in 1688 by an. Arab, and some 
years afterward it was purchased by thé 
King of-Persia for $260,000. He also owns 
another about three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter valued at $00,000. There are 
some very fine pearls in the English, French 
and Russian crown jewels, ranging in value 
from $30,000. downward.. The ruler of 
Muscat has а colored pearl for. which the 
sum of $150,000 has been offered aud re- 
fused. Mrs. Mackay .owns two very fine 
pearls, and others of immense value are at 
present among the possessions of American 
millionaires.” 

Duriog.the part twenty years the sétting 
of pearls and turquoise together has been 
practiced ex vely. All thelarge manu-. 
facturers of jewelry throughout tue world, 
and more extensively in Amerios, use on 
on the average 50. per cent. -of turquoise - to 
100 per cent. of pearls. The turquoise, 
like the pearl, owes but little to art, and 
like the pearl, also, the smaller sizes are 
very cheap. The turquoise is оойрозей of 
earthy matter in combination with protox- 
їйө о{ copper, phosphate of alumina and 
iron. It has no transparency, and when 
broken its-color is uniform..

HUBERT О. THOMPSON. 
— А à 
The Leader of the County Democracy 
Diea Suddenly in New York. 


New Үовк, July 26.—The sudden death 
from cerebal apoplery-ot Hubert О. Thomp- 
son, the leader of the County -Democracy 
here, has caused a profound sensation 
among the сә] politicians. Although 
not quite 88 years of age, he had been the 


бов skillfül and the most powerful politi- 


cal leader that New-York has had for many 
years, with the single exception of Joha 
` Kelly. The question of who will succeed 
him as the leader of the County Democra- 
ey has alresdy caused much discussion on 
the part of the politicians who assemble in 
the clubs and hotel lobbies. 

In personal appearance Mr. Thompson 
was about five feet ten inches in height, 
estremely stont, with ruddy cheeks and 
dark hairand eyes. He always wore.a full 
beard, parted in the | middle. Іп manner 
and conversation he was noted for his 
polituess, and even in the midst of the 
fiercest political discussions he would never 
depart from the appearance of calm ге- 
straist; "Mr. Thompsou dressed iu excel- 
lent taste, and һай attained the reputation 
of being one.of tbe most educated bon vi- 
vants in the metropolis. 

The exact hour of Mr. Thompson's death 
is not known, as there was no one with him 
at thè time., Dr. Charles T. Roberts, Mr. 
Thompson's physician, who has attended 
his patient almost constantly for two weeks 
was with him at his room in the Worth 
House, Broadway and Twenty-fifth street, 
most of the лід. “I sat near the sick 
man until two o?clock," said Dr.. Roberts, 
when he awoke and complained of pain 
about the body; although he had slept com- 
fortably since retiring at 11 o'clock. 1 
gave him medicine to relieve him, and he 
fell asleep again. I remained watching 
until 4 а. m., when I retired to my own 
apartment, which was next to that of Mr. 
Thompson. When I awoke at 9. 80, I 
walked into my patient s room. It required 
only а glance to see that he was dead. The 
symptoms exhibited last night," Dr. Rob- 
erts added, **were those of applexy, and 
tlíis was the. immediate -cause of death." 
A coroner was summoned and this official 
agreed with Dr: Roberts as to the cause of 
death.

Mr. Thompson was educated. in 
the publie schools, graduating with honor 
at the Free Academy. For ten years he 
was engaged in the-brokerage and railroad 
business in Wall street. He for the first 
time took an active part in politice in 1871, 
joining the Young Men's Democratic Club. 
He was appointed deputy commissioner of 
publie works, and filled that. position ered- 
itably for three years. Up to 1877 he re- 
majned s member of Tammany Hall, but 
in that yesr һе withdrew: from the Wig- 
wam, and became in а brief time the lead- 
ing spirit of the County Democracy. Оп 
the 17th of March. 1879, he received from 
Gov. Robinson his commission as county 
clerk, їп place of Hery A. Gumbleton, 
whom the Governor һай removed. Mr. 
Thompson took possession of his new office 
at midnight of tbe following day. Ніз de- 
posed predecessor resorted to the courts and 
caused Mr. Thompson's arrest. А week or

This vote is 
somewhere between 85,000 and 45,000, and 
accessions аге looked for from people out- 
side whoare tired of the old parties. Or- 
ganizer C. W. Hanna placed the labor vote 
at, at least, 40,000, and anticipates that 
the candidates of the labor party will re- 
ceive about one-third more than, that. If 
these gentlemen are making correct esti- 
mates, the old parties may well feel uneasy. 
Mr. J. J. McCartney, master-workman of 
the district assembly, says there are in Bal- 
timore 23,000 Knights of Labor, besides the 
trades unions and the laboring men whe do 
not belong to апу organizati ` Leading 
men iñ the unidàs say ft their organiza- 
tions will support the candidates , Put for- 
ward by the labor party. 

That із the labor party's side ot the ques- 
tion. If good men are nominated and the 
laboring men stick together, their calcula- 
tions will undoubtedly be found somewhere 
near correct. ` The great difficulty will be 
found in keeping the party together. Jeal- 
owsies and fealty to the old parties will be 
worked for all they аге worth by outside 
politicians. "The effect- will be seen on elec- 
tion day. With three or four candidates 
іп the.feld for every office, the independ- 
ent voter will have ample scope to exercise 
his individual judgment.

Disastrous 8torm in Pennsylvania. 

PrrrsBURG, July 26.—The damage by 
this morning's storm will probably reach 
$350,000. Тһе storm appears to have been 
confined to western Pennsylvania, and was 
the mostsevere in many years. From al- 
most every town along the rivers reports 
are coming in of great damage. Houses 
were flooded and struck by lightning, crops 
destroyed, and trees and fences washed 
атау. Almost every railroad entering the 
city suffered from land slides and washouts. 
Along the Pittsburg and Western road 
wholefields of wheat and corn have been 
déstroyed, and near Evans City a strip of 


woodland seventy-five yards wide by three- 


quarters of a mile long was levelled by а 
tornado. At Pine Creek, along Butcher's 
Run, and in the Sewickley valley the wa£er 
flooded the houses, and many families were 
forced to seek places of safety to escape 
drowning. The day was the twelfth anni- 
versary of the Butcher’s Run flood, in which 
nearly 200 persons lost their lives.
